WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The dawn 


tomorrow of the fourth year of con- 
stitutional prohibition will find the 
federal courts v clogged with almost 
twice as many prohibition cases as 
were on the dockets a year ago. 


This was shown today by a compre- 


hensive 
summary of 
enforcement 


i work during the third year of national 
I prohibition, which was prepared by 
the prohibition bureau. 


As the third drj year ends tonight, 


a grand total of 88,562 prohibition 
cases are pending in the federal courts 
as compared with 38,851 January 1, 
1922. 
In addition there are many 


more thousands of cases in state and 
municipal courts. 


The large increase was partly ac- 


counted for by 47,132 new cases which 
were filed during the year, while the 


_ i congestion in the courts resulted in a 
. j disposal of only 17,412 suits. 
Officials 


claimed that the increase also was 
caused by a stricter enforcement of 
the law.

TRIBUTE TO JUDGE KINKAID 


Memorial Services Held at Washing- 


ton Addressed by Members 


from Nebraska. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—(Spe- 


cial.)—High tributes were paid to the 
life and work of the late Moses P. 
Kinkaid this afternoon in the house 
of representatives. 
After inspiring 


services in memory of Eepresentative 
Mann of Illinois had been concluded 
Former Speaker Cannon of that state 
delivered the speaker's gavel to Rep-. 
resentative Andrews; Fifth Nebraska 
district, who in turn presided during 
the Kinkaid ceremonies. Representa- 
tive Humphrey, new Sixth district 
member from Nebraska, gave a de- 
tailed biography of his predecessor's 
life, stating that they had first met 
in 1887 and that the deceased had 
chosen the life of a pioneer in west- 
ern Nebraska, altho hi£ personal char- 
acteristics differed greatly from those 
usually v ascribed to the hardy patfr 
Liuder. Judge Kinkaid, he said, was 
an able exponent of law and order, 
had deep respect for Individual rights 
and duties,- and had ever evinced great 
interest in the home.builder of the 
'west 


Representative Evans spoke of the 


life of earnest, continuous and con- 
scientious effort, the intelligent and 
.able conceptions of government and 
the spirit of pioneer progressiveness 
demonstrated in the life of Mr. Kin- 
kaid. 


Representative Thorpe, First dis- 


trict member, said Judge Kinkaid's 
work had been so outstanding that 
he had lit the torch of civilization on 
more square miles of territory in the 
great. we»t than any other man, per- 
haps, and that the deceased would 
-always,be remembered by the country 
as- the father of the Kinkaid home- 
stead act, and as a builder of homes, 
of cities of character and better citizen 
ship. He served his state and nation 
for more than a third of a century 
without having one word of reproach 
ever cast against his name.

ku klux klan."

act was 


passed in April, 1922, which provides 
for the reorganization of the normal 
schools of the state. It is an act which 
provides for schools "to prepare the 
teachers to be able' to teach on the 
basis on which rest socialist aspira- 
tions and also to be able to teach in 
conformity with the rationalist law." 


Provision is also made for the es- 


tablishment of a "social department"

Alliance Man Urges Legislature to 


Repeal Potato Inspection 


Statute How On? 


O. K. Dye of Alliance has written 


an open" letter, to the legislators in 
which ^he urges the repeal of the 
potato'grading law passed at the last 
session. 
He says this is the only 
state that has a law compelling grad- 
ing. Mr. Dye says that the law as it 
stands is more favorable to the buyer 
than to the grower, and is used by 
unscrupulous uuyers as a shield when 
they, do not desire to be bound by the 
obligations,of their contracts. 


Mr. Dye says that representatives 


of the state department of agriculture 
consulted buyers and asked them if 
the\ inspectors were satisfactory to 
them, but no grower was ever con- 
sulted. 
He pointed out several in- 


stances where Inspectors granted cer- 
tificates without looking at the tubers. 
He says so far as inspection is con- 
cerned it is a fraud; that excessive 
fees have been demanded; that it 
leads to favoritism, and there is no 
appeal from the inspector's decision. 
Bf saya that where it happens t>nly 
small potatoes are grown the crop is 
a total loss, because he cannot go on 
the market and sell them on their 
merits.

Good Has Bill for Inspection of the 


Ownership of Livestock Moved

W* dont like to appear captious, but isn't there 


some danger that the several hundred dollars of ex- 
pense attached to providing amplifiers in representa- 
tive hall will be multiplified vastly before the session 
is ended? An amplifier is employed for the purpose of 
increasing the volume of the voice, and the danger we 
hint at consists in this, that the members are likely 
to get a false idea of their oratorical ability. In other 
words they may become so charmed with the sound of 
"their own voices that they will indulge too freely in the 
human weakness of talking too much. And it costs 
about $3,000 a day every day the legislature is in 
session. 


Some Interest is being taken in legislative circles in 


the proposition to increase the term of members to 
four years. 'This would mean that every member would 
serve at least.two sessions. 
Taxpayers might find it 


worth' while to mill over the proposition, since it is a 
change that only the people may make. The only part 
the legislature would have to do is to submit it as an 
amendment to the present constitution, and the people 
vote it up or down. An experienced member who is 
intent upon doing the best he can for the state is 
worth a lot more'than a new member equally imbued 
with a desire for public service. 


Most persons who desire to live decent and undis- 


turbed lives have their moments when they feel like 
approving the existence of organizations like the Ku- 
klux-klan that employ their activities in cleaning up 
municipal cesspools that the authorities are unwilling 
or unable .to. They readily' admit the danger 
to 


human liberty and government of the existence of extra- 
judicial tribunals that are unrestrained 
by law and 


which grow irresponsible In time, but there is some- 
thing rather attractive to law-abiding people in 
the 


promptness with which the klan has brought about a 
change in conditions. The law, as we administer it, 
cannot rid a town of gamblers, petty thieves, scarlet 
women and the like because we cannot compel them 
to^get out save only by frequent arrest and punishment, 
a. long, tedious and costly way. [ 


One of the greatest obstacles to strict enforcement of 


the law lies In the disinclination of persons to inform 
against violators. This attitude is due to several causes. 
One is that a person does not like to inform against aa- 
.other except when the.offense is personal to himselt. 
Another is that instinctive feeling that a fellow who'Is 
wicked enough to violate the law would have no com- 
punctions about resorting to underhanded and secret 
means of getting even, which is a lot worse than to 
have him come over and beat you up. It was to lessen 
the possibility of this sort of reprisal that the original 
klan members donned {he hood. 


If the farmers will agree on what is the necessary 


thing to do to relieve their situation, that thing ought 
to be done by congress. 
Our own notion Is that the 


chief reason why things have not been done that touch 
the Tight spot is'that farm leaders cannot agree on a 
definite, specific remedy. 
True, they agree on pro- 


grams, but this means mixing the medicine and ex- 
perimenting with the patient. Not being a farmer. It 
appears to me that the reft! trouble lies In the fact that 
high freight rates have put too big a distance between 
the farmer and his market. If this be true, then we 
would do what the railroads did when they were de- 
veloping the great west as an agricultural section, put 
down the rates on agricultural products and put up 
-.those on manufactured goods. 


You probably notice how guarded are the predictions 


of the financial leaders. They agree that at the pres- 
ent time money is plenty, business is flourishing and 
times genefally good. They/refuse to say what may 
happen later on. The reason is that agriculture is not 
only not prosperous just now, but there is nothing to in- 
dicate a return to former satisfactory conditions, in the 
near future. Land values are lower than they were two 
years ago; and the principal profit In farming has come 
from the gradually increasing value of the land. Nobody 
can" feel happy over his condition when bis business Is 
on an insecure basis.
